Grim Lompoc picture 


for youth employment

Statistics on summer youth employment in Lompoc Valley are as grim as 
those for their adult counterparts, but the youngsters are earning more than 
ever before and holding more tightly to their jobs. 
A total of only 90 youth, 16 to 18 years of age have been put to work under the 
federal government’s Neighborhood Youth Corps, NYC, program, compared to 
120 last year, according to John Gowenlock. The youth earn $2.10 an hour, com­ 
pared to only $2 last year and there have been fewer terminations for cause 
than last year. That may be because the youngsters see the unemployed 
handwriting on the wall and work harder to hold their jobs, Gowenlock says. 
The youths — split about evenly between boys and girls — work a maximum 
of 39 hours a week or a total of 230 hours for the summer ending Aug. 29. All of 
the jobs are in non-profit, and primarily government establishments. For ex­ 
ample, Gowenlock has placed some of the youth with the City of Lompoc in 
various departments; library, police, parks and recreation and fire; with the 
county : as grounds keepers; with the federal Housing Authority ; Veterans Ad­ 
ministration; and with such non-government organizations as Boys and Girls 
Clubs. A few have been put to work in government subsidized day nurseries. 
The NYC program locally, is funded by about $43,470 - a grim fact of life 
that forced a reduction in the scope of what could be done, Gowenlock says. 
“When we were planning for the program this spring we hoped for enough 
funds to provide jobs in government for youths 14 to 18 years. The cutback to 16 
to 18 years has caused a hardship of unknown proportions. There is a waiting 
list of 17 youths who qualify as needy under strict terms of the NYC program 
which is mandated for any youth coming from families of four with an annual 
earning of $5,060 or less. Gowenlock has been able to stretch the program to in­ 
clude a few youths coming from families earning as much as $300 a year above 
the maximum by utilizing other employment criteria, but the overall limita­ 
tions of the program are saddening. 
In addition to the list of 17 youngsters who will be put to work if current 
jobholders fall by the wayside, there is another list of 32 youngsters who ap­ 
plied for work in good faith only to find their families earned too much money, 
some just over the limit; and another list of 24 who lost out in the job competi­ 
tion because they were too young. 
Gowenlock has been told any additional funds that are forthcoming before 
the end of the program next month will be used for actual bread and butter 
employment — in contrast to last year when some surplus funds were spent on 
an end of year banquet — but the prospect of more funds is not a promising one 
at this juncture, Gowenlock says. 
In short, jobs are hard to come by and a precious commodity if they are 
found. 
Janie Bunn, manager of the state’s Lompoc branch of Employment Develop­ 
ment Department, tells a similar story, but the picture is grimmer if that’s 
possible. 
She estimates there are 2,700 youngsters seeking work in Lompoc Valley and 
her department has been able to place only 285 of that number on full or part- 
time jobs. All the jobs are in private industry, Valley homes or businesses. 
Most of the jobs are in food service, yard work or domestic occupations such as 
babysitting, and a few in clerical occupations. The jobs, generally pay about 
$2.50 an hour compared to NYC’s $2.10. 
Beyond all those possibilities the Community Action Commission, CAC, has 
found work at ¿.10 an hour for about 40 youth under the commission’s pro rata 
share of NYC funds for college age youth, 18 to 21 years. 
An undisclosed number of military-connected youth of all ages have been put 
to work at Vandenberg Air Force Base, but details of that employment were 
not immediately available. 
Bunn expressed her concern Monday. Until she got in and combed her files at 
the EDD for actual figures on employment, she said she didn’t realize how few 
jobs had really been available for the Valley’s youth.

night, but the negotiators who resumed 
talks at 8 a.m. have a working deadline 
of 2 p.m.

Three American astronauts rocketed 
into space in pursuit of two orbiting Rus­ 
sian cosmonauts today in the start of a 
two-day catchup flight leading to 
history’s first meeting in space of men 
from two nations. 
Brig. Gen Thomas Stafford, Vance 
Brand and Donald “Deke” Slayton raced 
into the sky from Cape Canaveral, Fla., 
7Vi hours after Col. Alexei Leonov and 
Valeri N. Kubasov were launched from a 
Central Asian desert at the start of the 
epic joint flight. 
Leonov and his civilian flight engineer 
were 2,200 miles northeast of the Florida 
spaceport when the astronauts took off in 
America’s last manned space shot for 
four years. 
Leonov reported his Soyuz 19 spaceship 
was working perfectly as it cruised 
around the globe. 
America’s Apollo astronauts, Thomas 
Stafford, Vance Brand and Donald 
“Deke” Slayton, waited patiently at 
Cape Canaveral, Fla., for launch at 12:50 
p.m. PDT in pursuit of their Russian col­ 
leagues. 
The astronauts, wearing white 


Kissinger 


raps critics 


of detente 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn. (UPI) - 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
sharply challenged critics of U.S.-Soviet 
detente today, wondering aloud if they 
would rather return to the “constant 
crisis” of the Cold War. 
“ What is the alternative they 
propose?” he asked in a second hard­ 
hitting policy speech within 24 hours. 
“What precise policies do they want us 
to change? 
“Are they prepared for a prolonged 
situation of dramatically increased in­ 
ternational danger? Do they wish to 
return to the constant crisis and high 
arms budget of the Cold War?” 
He left no doubt that the policy of seek­ 
ing better relations with the Soviet Union 
would continue, saying, “We will con­ 
tinue on the course on which we are em­ 
barked because it offers hope to our 
children of a more secure world.” 
He mentioned no names in a luncheon 
speech prepared for delivery to the Up­ 
per Midwest Council, but apparently re­ 
ferred to critics - especially in 
Congress — who say the Russians are 
getting more out of detente than the 
United States. 
“Can we ask our people to support con­ 
frontation unless they know that every 
reasonable alternative has been ex­ 
plored?,” asked Kissinger, who Monday 
night accused developing nations of in- 
dermining the United Nations and 
jeopardizing their own future in that 
body. 


W ork furlough 


to continue 


under sheriff 


The county work furlough program is 
to be carried on by the Sheriff’s Depart­ 
ment, with Sheriff John W. Carpenter as 
administrator, the Board of Supervisors 
decided Monday. 
A special committee headed by Super­ 
visor Robert E. Kallman made the 
recommendations accepted by the 
board. Kallman said Carpenter had 
agreed to keep the program going “using 
existing honor farm staff and running the 
program at a capacity of 10 up to 30 
beds ” 
On the staff of six officers assigned to 
the program previously — when it was 
conducted from the main jail — three 
corrections officers and a sergeant are 
now being assigned to the main jail, it 
was learned Monday. Two are still as­ 
signed to the program. 
Inspector Fritz Patterson said the 
work furloughees are now being assigned 
to bed space in dormitories at the honor 
farm. Their personal possessions are 
picked up by them each day at the main 
jail when they return from work. 
Carpenter had recommended deferral 
of the program for six months or more 
due to budgetary problems and the direc­ 
tive of the supervisors to cut the sheriff’s 
budgets $200,000 this fiscal year. The 
work furlough program has cost about 
$105,000 in the past, with salaries of six 
officers constituting the main expense, 
less income from prisoners paying 
minimally for food and lodging. 
The committee decided the program 
could better be operated by the sheriff at 
this time than the Probation Depart­ 
ment.

Leonov, 41-year-old Soyuz com­ 
mander, and Kubasov, 40, blasted away 
only five thousandths of a second late at 
5:20 a.m. PDT (4:20 p.m. local time) 
from Baikonur Cosmodrome near the 
town of Tyuratam east of the Aral Sea. 
With Soviet television beaming the 
view to hundreds of millions of persons 
around the globe for the first time, the 
162-foot, 20-engine Soyuz rocket climbed 
slowly out of a pit in its concrete firing 
pad and rose over the flat, hot expanse of 
the Russian base that opened the space 
age in 1957 with Sputnik. 
The rocket’s engines, gulping liquid ox­ 
ygen and kerosene, produced 1 million 
pounds of thrust. Their combined red and 
orange flame soon became all the could 
be seen as the booster accelerated in the 
clear sky. 
The cosmonauts gave a running 
technical commentary in Russian of the 
launch phase 
“Very slight swinging,” Leonov said. 
“ Pressure normal. Everything is 
perfect. Little overload (pull against 


gravity) but it is possible to work under 
these conditions.” 
“One hundred and sixty seconds and 
the sky is very, very blue,” one of the 
pilots said 
“Saw little white snow­ 
flakes.” 
Ten minutes after launch, Soyuz went 
into an orbit ranging from 137 to 116 
miles high. 
"The program of flight for the first or­ 
bit has been normal,” said Moscow con­ 
trol as the 25-foot spaceship went into its 
second 88-minute swing around Earth. 
The basic objective of the Apollo-Soyuz 
mission is to demonstrate that men of 
different nations, using different 
technologies and speaking different 
languages, can rendezvous and link up in 
orbit.

Exxon rezoning election

The Board of Supervisors conducted 
another brisk debate over the Exxon Co., 
U.S.A. rezoning election Monday, and 
when the smoke had left the scene, 
Supervisor James M. Slater had lost 
another round in the battle. 
Slater fought unsuccessfully to have 
the board initiate the rezoning of the Ex­ 
xon property in Las Flores Canyon from 
a planned manufacturing overlay back to 
straight U d istrict (unlimited 
agriculture). 
This was deleted from the agenda by a 
4-1 vote on the grounds it was not judged 
to be an emergency after-agenda item as 
submitted. 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher made the 
motion for the deletion, saying Slater 
was “trying to bypass what the people 
want by starting this all over again." 
Board chairman Francis H. Beattie 
put the stopper on Slater’s bid for ap­ 
proval of a second after-agenda item, 
calling for approval of an ordinance to 
freeze issuance of building or grading 
permits to Exxon at this time. Beattie 


ruled it was out of order. 
Slater charged that Exxon had prac­ 
ticed “deception during the referendum 
campaign won by Exxon with a one per 
cent majority vote. He said a California 
attorney-general’s ruling recently was to 
the effect Gov. Brown could veto per­ 
mits for certain offshore facilities, and 
that this flatly contradicted Exxon cam­ 
paign statements. 
Slater said the situation was now 
clarified and changed, and expressed 
confidence the voters would have turned 
down the onshore plant proposal if there 
was knowledge the governor could 
stymie an offshore operation. 
When Fletcher remonstrated, Slater 
said: “I’m not talking about you ... I’m 
talking about Exxon corporation.” 
Later, Slater said he would submit his 
motions again on the regular agenda 
when he returned from vacation in two 
weeks 
Public Works official Wendell Nichols 
said Exxon has applied for permission to 
grade, but no permit will be issued until 
a precise plan is approved. This could 
take weeks to get on various agendas, he 


said. 
Slater said he was concerned if Exxon 
got grading and building permits it could 
claim having a vested interest, if an 
adverse court ruling came later. 
Supervisor Robert E. Kallman 
acknowledged he was concerned about 
the attomey-generaJ’s ruling the Deep 
Water Port Act applied to the offshore 
terminal and mooring buoys needed by 
Exxon 
This would involve transfer of oil from 
an onshore plant to tankers at sea, he 
showed, adding he felt “these things 
might have to be resolved in court.” 
The board agreed to get an opinion 
from the U.S. Attorney General’s office 
and to ask Gov. Brown if he is con­ 
templating a veto on offshore facilities 
affected by the Federal act. Kallman 
said Congressman Robert Lagomarsino 
had suggested getting an opinion from 
the U.S. Attorney-General in view of the 
California Attorney General’s opinion. 
The county counsel’s office stated that 
it felt the supervisors could not approve 
an ordinance freezing Exxon permits 
without general application.

Lompoc has approximately 14 per cent 
J the population of Santa Barbara 
County and, if statistics are any indica­ 
tion, about 12.5 per cent of the narcotics 
dealers. 
In its first two years of operation, the 
Santa Barbara County narcotics task 
force arrested and charged 388 people on 
a variety of narcotics charges. Lompoc 
was the scene of 50 of the arrests. 
The arrests were made in all parts of 
the county, as well as other parts of the 
state and even out of state. The main 
targets were narcotics dealers. 
According to the sheriff’s department 
60 per cent of the arrests were of local 
(area) dealers. Retailers made up 21 per 
cent of the arrested and wholesalers 
about 11 per cent. 
The task force was a Federally funded 
effort to stem the flow of narcotics into 
Santa Barbara County. The Law En­ 
forcement Assistance Administration 
granted the program $155,600 for its first 
year and then refunded it last year with 


$197,407. The program is now funded en­ 
tirely by the county. 
The effort concentrated mostly on 
hard drugs. Sales of heroin and cocaine 
accounted for 32 per cent of the charges 
and possession of heroin and cocaine for 
sale another 11 Vi per cent. 
Most of the arrests resulted in multiple 
charges. A spokesman for the sheriff’s 
office said officers making the arrests 
also found marijuana 53 per cent of the 
time. Possession of marijuana and 
hashish accounted for 23 per cent of all 
the charges, usually in conjunction with 
another charge. 
Other drugs seized by the task force 
were amphetamines, barbiturates, hash 
oil, peyote and LSD. The total street 
value of all the drugs seized was approx­ 
imately $1,647,000. Heroin accounted for 
$1,023,920 of the total. 
Most of the heroin, nearly 70 per cent 
of it, was found in the Santa Barbara 
area. The largest amount of marijuana 


was turned up in Goleta, while in the col­ 
lege community of Isla Vista, only a 
relatively small amount was taken. 
The sheriff’s spokesman said most of 
the marijuana used in Isla Vista was ap­ 
parently sold there by dealers from 
Santa Barbara and Goleta. He said there 
were apparently no large dealers in Isla 
Vista. 
The large majority of the arrested 
were between the ages of 21 and 29. 
Thirty-six per cent of the arrests were of 
people between 21 and 24 years old and 
another 28 per cent between 25 and 29 
years of age. 
Approximately 18 per cent of those ar­ 
rested were under the age of 21. The .rate 
of juvenile drug arrests in 1974 was up sl­ 
ightly over the previous year, while adult 
drug arrests dropped off slightly. 
According to the sheriff’s department, 
the task force’s accomplishments repre­ 
sent only a small dent in the overall nar­ 
cotics picture in Santa Barbara.

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City leaders considering 
hiking property taxes for 
first time in five years

City leaders are considering 
raising Lom poc’s property 
taxes for the first time in five 
years 
The boost, if it comes, would 
probably amount to 19 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation 
This 
would add $57. for example, to 
the yearly tax assessment on a 
$30,000 home. 
The exact amount of any pos­ 
sible increase will be uncertain 
until the county releases up­ 
dated tax assessment figures 
These should be on hand before 
tax rate setting tim e in late 
August. Local property taxes by 
law m u s t be s e t b e fo re 
September. 
City property taxes were 
hiked to $1 68 per $100 assessed 
valuation in fiscal 1969-1970 and 
have remained there since. Of 
this levy, $1 has gone into the 
city General Fund. 18 cents has 
been shunted into the Library 
Fund and the rem aining 50 
cents have gone into the city 
retirem ent fund 
Talk of a property tax in­ 
crease this year comes amid 
p ro je c tio n s th a t th e city 
General Fund for fiscal 1975-76 
will show a reduction in its un­ 
appropriated balance from 
$379,000 to $279,000 - a 
decrease of $100,000. The unap­ 
propriated balance is simply 
that part of the fund that hasn’t 
been earm arked for spending 
and is, in effect, held in 
reserve. 
To bring this sum back up to 
w hat he considers a m ore 
healthy level, and to avoid a 
serious sag in city purchasing 
pow er, City A dm inistrator 
Gene Wahlers will probably 
recommend a property tax to 
the City Council. 
“ I haven’t really put it 
together yet. It is likely that I 
will be suggesting that as an 
alternate to the council,” he 
said. 
After outlining the $100,000 
General Fund slum p to the 
council at an earlier meeting. 


Wahlers told them. ” 1 might 
just add that this amount of 
decrease in the balance is ap­ 
proxim ately the am ount of 
money that the city could be 
able to raise under the provi­ 
sions of SM-90, w hich is 
designed to prohibit tax in­ 
creases but to allow cities to 
maintain their same level of 
purchasing power.” 


Tax assessm ent and popula­ 
tion figures are two pieces of in­ 
formation Wahlers is waiting 
for If the city’s assessed valua­ 
tion is higher than projected in 
the recently passed city budget, 
the city will accrue more in tax 
revenue and a tax boost may 
not be necessary. 


These figures will determ ine 
how much of a tax increase will 
be legal. In 1972, the state 
legislature passed, and Gover­ 
nor Reagan signed. Senate Bill 
90, which put a ceiling on 
property taxes imposed by all 
counties, cities and other public 


agencies like school districts. 
TTie limits are not dollar limits 
but are calculated each year on 
the basis of inflation, popula­ 
tion and assessed valuation. 
“ The law takes into con­ 
sideration the inflation factor,” 
Wahlers said 
“ It turns out that the city 
could levy a 19-cent tax in­ 
crease and it would do no more 
th a n m a in ta in th e sa m e 
purchasing power of last year. 
But that 19-cent figure could go 
up a n d c o u ld go d o w n , 
depending on what the assessed 
valuation turns out to be ” 
The adm inistrator blamed 
the $100,000 reduction in the 
General Fund balance to “The 
in c r e a s e in th e c o s t of 
m aterials and supplies all along 
the line.” 
A 30 per cent increase in the 
cost of health insurance for city 
employes and the 12.5 per cent 
increase in the cost of living 
over last year haven’t helped, 
he added.

How many will love the show 
is an unsafe m atter to bet on.

1919). His literary works are 
known for their themes of pes­ 
simism, the unrelieved gloom 
of life, the inevitability of 
brutality, 
heartlessness, 
and 
horror and the falsity and 
vanity of humanity. 
“Slapped” may not be suited 
for the casual theatergoer, yet 
it has an attracting quality like 
a work by Chekhov. It concerns 
a w ell-dressed, middle-aged 
man who walks into a circus 
and informs the m anager he 
w an ts a job as a clow n. 
Miraculously, with the help of 
the principal clown, he con­ 
ceives an identity and a routine 
for himself and is hired. 
The new clown becom es 
known as He Who Gets Slapped, 
and his routine consists of being 
slapped — many tim es as he 
takes on the manners of the 
p re te n tio u s p o w erfu l and 
educated. He does not openly 
reveal his past or true identity, 
wanting only to be known as 
He: but the audience is vaguely 
informed that the man had been 
an important, but little known 
w riter who lost his wife to a 
man who stole, vulgarized and 
popularized his ideas. 
Thus, his circus routine offers 
him the chance to satisfy two 
needs: to punish himself and to 
capture a mass audience for his 
satires. 
Richard Risso (King Lear 
and Cyrano de Bergerac in past 
PCPA productions) plays He, 
and Deborah May plays the sil­ 
ly, but beautiful Consuelo, the 
equestrienne sta r. M ichael 
Winters is the circus manager. 
As an abhorred human being, 
Earl Boen was m asterful play­ 
ing Baron Regnard. Robert 
Lanchester is Count Mancini, 
Peggy Schoditsch is Zinida and 
S tep h en S c h n e tz e r p la y s 
Bezano. 
Daniel Davis creates a fine 
characterization of a dishonest 
man haunted by the fear he will 
be exposed to the world at any 
moment.

Millions 
spent by 
Democrats 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - 
Seven Democrats already have 
spent $6.6 million in the battle 
for their party’s presidential 
nominaton. 
Financial statements filed 
with the Federal Election Com­ 
mission show campaign funds 
are flowing out almost as fast 
as the candidates raise them. 
The major Democratic con­ 
tenders have raised $9.1 million 
toward the 1976 campaign and 
have spent $6.6 million of it. 
In many cases the candidates 
are using the initial funds they 
get to raise more money Many 
of the presidential contenders 
spent thousands of dollars on 
direct mail appeals for funds 
Gov. George Wallace of 
Alabama was the last major 
presidential contender whose 
statement was received by the 
FEC. Wallace’s statement ar­ 
rived late Monday, but had been 
postmarked in Alabama July 8, 
two days before the deadline. 
Wallace reported he had 
raised $4.2 million during a 
three year period — almost half 
the total for all candidates. He 
has spent all but $726,522 of the 
amount. 
Since Jan. 1, the Wallace 
campaign said it had raised 
$1,671,660 and had spent 
$1,143,501. Much of the Wallace 
money was spent on direct mail 
solicitations. 
Campaign statements by 
Rep. Morris Udall, D-Ariz., and 
former Gov. Jimmy Carter of 
Georgia were also received at 
the FEC Monday — both carry­ 
ing a July 10 postmark. 
Udall reported raising 
$321,011.76 during a two year 
period — the bulk of it since the 
beginning of this year. He had a 
cash balance on hand of 
$11,980.60, as of the end of June, 
the report showed. 
Udall had raised most of his 
money in the Southwest, East 
and Northeast. 
Carter said he had raised just 
slightly less — $303,940.10. 
Carter, who showed major ex­ 
penses for a direct mail fund 
raising campaign, had a cash 
balance of only $24,876.95, the 
report showed. Most of Carter's 
contributions came from the 
South. 
One candidate who seemed to 
be holding on to a higher 
percentage of his money was 
Sen. Henry Jackson, D-Wash. 
Jackson said he had raised 
more than $2.3 million, and had 
a cash balance of $1.2 million at 
the end of June. 
Sen. Lloyd Bentsen, D-Tex., 
said he had raised $1.5 million 
and had spent a ll but 
$386,598.29. Bentsen’s money 
was raised largely in Texas, the 
report showed. 
Former Gov. Terry Sanford 
of North Carolina had raised 
$151,357.90 and had spent all but 
$34,484.49; former Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy,, D-Minn., had raised 
$72,155.41 and had spent all but 
$18,727.01, and former Sen. 
Fred Harris, D-Okla., had 
raised $72,805.38 and had spent 
all but $5,324.62.

Moscow cheers televised launch 


MOSCOW (U PI) - Musco­ 
vites greeted today’s first live 
telecast of a Soviet space 
launch with applause and 
cheers of '‘terrific,” "they’re 
off,” and "good boys.” 
Soviet television officials es­ 
timated 100 million viewers 
across the nation’s 12 time 
zones watched the liftoff of the 
two-man Soyuz for its historic 
rendezvous with a U.S. Apollo. 
The initial three-hour, 50- 
minute Soviet television cover­ 
age was slick, professional and 
almost without a hitch. Only 


Threat

sporadic minor communication 
problems bothered commenta­ 
tor Yuri Fokin, anchorman in a 
colorful, attractive Moscow 
studio. 
Thousands of persons gath­ 
ered around television sets in 
Moscow stores to see the 
launch. Considerable shoving 
and pushing developed in the 
television department of the 
Gum department store in Red 
Square where several hundred 
persons maneuvered for better 
vantage points. 
As the rocket lifted off 


simultaneously on two dozen 
screens — black and white and 
color — people cheered and ap­ 
plauded. 
"Excellent! excellent!" said 
one elderly man "Terrific,” 
echod a woman next to him. 
"They’re off, they’re off,” 
shouted someone else. 
The only unhappy shopper 
was an elderly woman who said 
she came from a long distance 
away to buy a television and 
could not get near the sales 
counter. 
Several viewers expressed 


disappointment that the launch 
was not more exciting. 


Among them was Zoya 
Fyodorova, mother of Russian 
actress Viktoriya Fyodorova. 
Viktoria, bom of her mothers 
war-time romance with a U.S. 
navy officer, planned to watch 
the Apollo liftoff from Cape 
Canaveral with her new Ameri­ 
can husband. 


"I was very excited and hap­ 
py." said Mrs. Fyodorova, who 
rushed to a neighbors at the last 
minute when her television 


broke down "I also was very 
nervous before the start. But 
then I was a little bit disap­ 
pointed I thought it would look 
more impressive. I thought 
they might show the cos­ 
monauts inside.” 


About 800 persons watched in 
the Moscow mission "press 
center.” Newsmen were also 
able to hear either Russian or 
English commentary on the 
launch over small, portable 
listening devices with ear­ 
phones.

RALEIGH, N.C. (U PI) - 
Outside the courthouse where 
Joan Little went on trial for the 
killing of a white jailer, a Black 
Panther leader vowed that if 
she is convicted "we’re going to 
take the law into our own 
hands.” 
Miss Little, a 21-year-old 
black woman, stabbed jailer 
Clarence Alligood 11 times with 
an icepick. She is on trial for 
murder, but she claims he tried 
to rape her in her jail cell. Her 
case has become a rallying 
point for prison reformers, 
feminists and black activists. 
One juror — a 20-year-old 
white waitress — was selected 
Monday in the opening day 
which featured a clash between 
a defense attorney and an assis­ 
tant state attorney general who 
once represented the Ku Klux 
Klan. 
But most of the action took 
place on the rain-washed street 
outside. 
Three hundred persons 
marched to the courthouse 
Monday in a driving rain. 
"Free Joan Little,” the 
marchers chanted. "Power to 
the icepick. She should have 
done it a thousand times.” 
Their leader, Black Panther 
Larry Little — no relation to 
the defendant — told them "We 
are going to obey the law. But if 
they railroad sister Joan Little, 
we re going to take the law into 
our own hands.” 
Superior Court Judge Hamil­ 
ton Hobgood rejected a defense 
motion that Lester Chalmers, 
an assistant state attorney 
general who once represented 
the Klan before the House Un- 
American Activities Commit­ 
tee, be removed from the case. 


LISBON (U PI) - The Com­ 
munists and other extreme left 
groups alerted their vigilantes 
today in response to Socialist 
calls for a mass protest against 
the creation of a military- 
dominated Communist state. 
Clashes seemed almost certain. 


In what appeared to be a 
dangerous development the 
Communist party called the 
demonstration to be held out­ 
side the Socialist party’s 
national headquarters at 7:30 
p.m. — the site of the Socialist 
rally. 


"We appeal to the workers, 
the popular masses and all 
revolutionaries to be vigilant 


and to unite and organize 
themselves to prevent any 
counter-revolutionary 
adven­ 
turers,” a Communist state­ 
ment said. 
At least two extreme left 
splinter groups made similar 
calls. 
The Socialists announced 
plans for a mass protests 
demonstration outside their 
national headquarters tonight 
in response to rank-and-file 
calls for direct and violent ac­ 
tion against the military and 
the Communist party. 
A party spokesman said the 
demonstrators may march on 
Sao Bento Palace, the National 
Assembly building, if the Com­ 


munists make any provocative 
moves in the civilian con­ 
stituent assembly meeting 
there. 
The military’s powerful 30- 
man Revolutionary Council met 
for nine hours Monday to dis­ 
cuss the seemingly implacable 
issues at home and abroad, but 
reached no firm decision. 
A council spokesman said 
most of the session was taken 
up with the fighting between 
rival liberation movements in 
Angola, Portugal’s last colony 
in Africa, and that more troops 


may be sent there to impose a 
cease-fire. 
He said the crisis at home 
provoked by the withdrawal of 
the Socialists from the coalition 
cabinet and the threat of the 
Popular Democrats to follow 
was not among the topics dealt 
with by the council. 
"We had other important 
things to discuss,” the spokes­ 
man said. 
At least two extreme left 
splinter groups made similar 
calls. 


Modest hike in auto sales 


Israelis protest 
giving up areas 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The 
Senate today approved a six- 
month extension of emergency 
legislation that has kept the 
price of nearly two-thirds of 
American produced oil from 
soaring to world levels. 
The Senate’s swift action 
came one day after President 
Ford announced he would ask 
Congress to let the controlled 
price oil rise from $5.25 to 
$13.50 a barrel over the next 30 
months. 
The vote was 62 to 29. 
Congressional liberals plan to 
fight Ford’s decontrol plan. 
Under existing law, it goes into 
effect automatically unless ei­ 
ther the Senate or House re­ 
jects it within five working 
days after it is submitted. 
Energy Adm inistration 
Frank Zarb said the plan would 
be sent to Congress Wednes­ 
day. 
The current control law ex- 


E 
ires at the end of August. 
Inless Congress approves an 
extension and it is accepted by 
Ford or his veto of it is over­ 
ridden, the price of "old oil” 
could jump from the present 
$5.25 a barrel to around $12 a 
barrel being charged by mem­ 
bers of the Organization of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC). 
"Old oil” — the price of 
which is now controlled — 
represents oil from wells 
producing before 1973 and ac­ 
counts for about 60 per cent of 
domestic output. The price of 
oil that came into production 
after 1973, or "new oil,” is not 
controlled. 
The Senate-passed legisla­ 
tion, which was sent to the 
House for action, also extends 
authority for the Federal 
Energy Administration (FEA) 
to order power plants — which 
have the capability — to switch 
from oil or gas to coal. 


Little seeks 
case appeal 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Symbionese Liberation Army 
member Russell Jack Little has 
appealed his conviction for the 
cyanide-bullet murder of Oak­ 
land Schools Superintendent 
Marcus Foster. 
The appeal was filed with 
Superior Court Monday and 
contained a request for addi­ 
tional information to be includ­ 
ed with the brief that will go to 
the 3rd District Court of Ap­ 
peal. 
Superior Court Judge Elvin 
Sheehy, who presided over Lit­ 
tle’s 10-week trial, must first 
rule on whether the information 
will be included in the brief. 
L ittle , 25, and Joseph 
Remiro, 28, were convicted and 
sentenced to life in prison for 
the 1973 assassination of 
Foster. An eight-woman, four- 
man jury also found them guilty 
of the attempted murder of 
Deputy Superintendent Robert 
W. Blackburn and the defen­ 
dants were sentenced to a six- 
months to life term. 
Hie appeal cited as grounds 
for appeal the method of jury 
selection, the introduction of 
"improper evidence” at the 
trial and "prejudicial” conduct 
by Alameda County District At­ 
torney Lowell Jensen. 


TEL AVIV, Israel (U PI) - 
About 20,000 Israelis demon­ 
strated today against govern­ 
ment offers to give up strategic 
areas in the Sinai Desert to 
reach an interim peace agree­ 
ment with Egypt. 
A few demonstrators evaded 
army units and riot-equipped 
policemen to reach the beach­ 
front U.S. embassy building. 
One man tossed a rock through 
an embassy window. 
Authorities arrested 21 per­ 
sons before clearing the street 
by 1 a.m. 
The crowd jammed City Hall 
square in Tel Aviv Monday 
night, carrying signs and ban­ 
ners denouncing Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger for 
reported pressure on Israel to 
arrange a settlement. 
"With friends like these, who 
needs enemies?” one sign read. 
Speaking at the rally, spon­ 
sored by the right-wing Likud 
party, opposition leader Mena- 
chem Begin urged the govern­ 
ment to abandon offers to 
withdraw from the Gidi and 


Mitla passes and the Abu 
Rudeis oil fields in the Sinai. 
"We must make no withdraw­ 
als until there is a final peace 
settlement,” he said. 
Earlier Monday, Israeli gov­ 
ernment sources said negotia­ 
tors had virtually settled the is­ 
sue of who will control the Sinai 
passes. 
"If the agreement fails, it 
won’t fail because of disagree­ 
ment on that point,” one Israeli 
source said. 
There was no immediate of­ 
ficial word, however, on the 
final form of the accord. 
Begin said he had learned 
that Ambassador Simcha Dinitz 
left for the United States with a 
new Israeli map detailing even 
greater concessions than those 
offered as little as three weeks 
ago. 
Prim e Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin met with Dinitz, Foreign 
Minister Yigal Allon and 
Defense Minister Shimon Peres 
for two hours in Jerusalem 
Monday to draw up the latest 
Israeli position. 


DETROIT (U PI) - Some 
U.S. auto industry analysts 
think they see a glimmer of 
hope in an estimated modest in­ 
crease in car sales in the first 
10 days in July. 
The fact that the estimated 
160,000 sales in the July 1-10 
period did not follow the usual 
pattern of dropping about 8 per 
cent from early June is a sign 
that the sales upswing is con­ 
tinuing, one analyst said. The 
four U.S. companies sold 
157,573 cars in the June 1-10 


period. 
Sales reports from the four 
domestic automakers were due 
today. 
The 160,000 new car sales, 
however, would be about 9 per 
cent below last year’s already 
depressed level and close to 35 
per cent off the record July 1-10 
period two years before the 
start of the Arab oil embargo. If 
sales do hit 160,000, it would be 
the lowest for the period since 
1971 rather than the usual com­ 
parison with sales of the 60s.

Fire forces 
evacuation 


WARNER SPRINGS (UPI) 
— A brush fire racing out of 
control across 2.000 acres of 
Southern California desert 
country forced the evacuation 
today of the small community 
of Ranchita, 45 miles northeast 
of San Diego. 
Shifting winds turned the fire 
south along an eight-mile front, 
forcing some 40 persons to 
abandon their homes, menaced 
by flames, just after midnight. 
Residents loaded their cars 
with personal belongings and 
fled even as the flames 
devoured six homes along 
Ranchita s northern boundary. 
Most of them clustered south of 
town and watched fire fighters 
battle to save their homes. 
Fire officials were worried 
over the fate of two bulldozer 
operators, last seen surrounded 
by flames 
"Erratic winds make the 
situation very unpredictable,” 
a fire spokesman said. "It 
shifts different directions from 
one minute to the next." 
Hubert H Horn, 72. a 25-year 
resident of Ranchita. was the 
first person to arrive at the 
evacuation headquarters set up 
at Warner Springs School He 
left his home when the flames 
started bearing down towards 
the community. 
"I loaded up my travel trailer 
when the fire came down over 
the mountain,” he said. "My 
home was only about half a 
mile from the flames when I 
left The firemen were trying to 
cut a swath across the front of 
the fire moving into Ranchita 
but it was moving pretty fast.’’

Exxon gave $46 million 


to Italian politicians 


THE BETTER HALF 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ex- 
xon Corp. has disclosed gifts of 
$46 million to Italian politi­ 
cians, the largest amount for 
any company since federal 
probes in 1973 began uncover­ 
ing the corporate financing role 
in U.S. and world politics. 
Exxon said political contribu­ 
tions are legal in Italy, but 
acknowledged that its subsidi­ 
ary Esso Italiana had disguised 
the gifts for nine years “so that 
they could not be identified as 
political contributions.” 


“This was a mistake,” Exxon 
said in a statement Monday. 


Exxon said the practice was 
stopped in 1971, two years 
before the Watergate investiga­ 
tions discovered illegal involve­ 
ment of corporations in U.S. 
politics. 


Exxon disclosed the amount 
of its contributions in Italy in 
advance of company officials' 
testimony Wednesday before 
the Senate multinational corpo­ 
rations subcommittee, which 


Brown avoids party 


fund-raising efforts 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. has 
been avoiding traditional party 
fundraising. His top aide ex­ 
plains the governor is doing 
more for fellow Democrats “by 
sitting at his desk” and doing 
his job. 
Brown recently, for example, 
rejected an invitation by the 
Democratic party to film a 
short segment in Los Angeles 
for the party’s national telethon 
July 26-27. The governor was 
supposed to solicit money from 
small donors. 
He also has not attempted to 
raise a political war chest to 
bankroll his political allies. Nor 
has Brown solicited any dona­ 
tions for himself since he took 
office more than six months 
ago 
Except for paying off $85,922 
in loans, one of the few uses for 
Brown’s campaign surplus has 
been to fly four of his top aides 
to a Los Angeles fundraising 
dinner staged by Cesar Chavez 
shortly after the governor un­ 
veiled his landmark farm labor 
bill. 
The governor, who has 
received $15,172 in unsolicited 
contributions since he took of­ 
fice. has a net campaign sur­ 
plus of $26,976. it also was dis­ 
closed. 
Gray Davis, Brown’s execu­ 
tive secretary, said in an inter­ 
view, “There are a lot of people 
who say, ‘Don’t you have an 
obligation to the party? 
Shouldn’t you go out and work 


for Democrats?’” 
“I always respond that he is 
doing more for the party by sit­ 
ting at his desk than he could be 
going to 100 different banquets 
and p artic ip a tin g in any 
number of fundraising cam­ 
paigns. 
“He is doing more by restor­ 
ing a sense of credibility by do­ 
ing his job,” Davis added. “If 
he’s cutting ribbons, he can’t be 
working.” 
He did help his sister, 
Kathleen Brown Rice, by mak­ 
ing a personal appearance to 
help her successful campaign to 
become a member of the Los 
Angeles Board of Education. 
Brown also personally typed a 
four-line letter for campaign 
use by Assemblyman Floyd 
Mori of Pleasanton in a special 
election. 


Part of his low p artisan ' 
profile may be because there 
has been only a few elections 
since he took office. 
Asked if the governor planned 
any large-scale campaign fund 
raising to help fellow Demo­ 
crats, Da via said: "There 
hasn’t been any to date. There 
are no plans to do it. He hasn’t 
established a policy ruling it 
out. But there are no present 
plans that I am aware of.” 
Since becoming governor, 
Brown has received $5,000 from 
George D. Hart, identified as a 
retired San Francisco business­ 
man. 


Flip Wilson stars 


on Ford's birthday 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Ger­ 
aldine gazed down at the Presi­ 
dent of the United States, flip­ 
ped him a sly wink, and softly 
asked, “How ya doin’, tiger?” 
Then she waited for the roar 
of laughter to die down and 
shifted her attention to the wife 
of the President of the United 
States. 
“And good afternoon to you, 
First Momma!” 
It was all downhill thereafter. 
The occasion was Gerald 
Ford’s 62nd birthday. The place 
was the normally staid East 
Room of the White House. The 
“woman” in the white nursing 
costume who regaled the First 
Family was comedian Flip 
Wilson, Ford’s old golfing bud­ 
dy. 
Referring to the 25-minute 
checkup Ford had undergone 
earlier Monday proving him in 
excellent health, nurse Geral­ 
dine remarked that she had 
been on hand for the physical. 
“We held it in the White 
House,” she said with a sly 
grin. 
“He wouldn’t come over to 
my place.” 
“We found out that the Presi­ 
dent was physically fit — but 
the First Momma could have 
told us that!” 
Ford and his wife Betty 
seemed to enjoy Wilson’s light 
blue humor. The hundreds of 
Executive Branch employes 
who jammed the East Room 
left no doubt they did. 
Mrs. Ford had arranged the 
“surprise” party. It couldn’t 
have been much of a surprise. A 
rock ‘n’ roll band from the U.S. 


Navy sent tremors through the 
mansion for one hour before the 
P resid en t put in his ap­ 
pearance, and if Ford had been 
anywhere in the city he would 
have heard. 
Punch was served, both hard 
and soft. Corn chips were dip­ 
ped into cheddar cheese 
flavored with jalapeno peppers, 
tiny cocktail franks dipped into 
mustard. 
The younger set tried without 
visible success to dance among 
the mass of humanity jammed 
into the East Room. 
Wilson told reporters after­ 
ward his visit was nonpolitical, 
not an endorsement of Ford’s 
campaign for a four-year term. 
“I’ve never taken any politi­ 
cal position,” Wilson said. “I 
couldn’t try, as a comic, to in­ 
fluence any person’s political 
position.” 
Ford was somewhat non­ 
plussed by the band’s upbeat, 
electric guitar version of “Hap­ 
py Birthday” — a rendition un­ 
like any he had ever heard. 
He appeared genuinely 
touched by the outpouring of 
goodwill, even though the music 
seemed beyond his ability to 
truly appreciate. 
But it mattered little. 
As Geraldine said, it was an 
occasion to “lay a little happy 
birthday on the main man.”

More than 30 U.S. corpora­ 
tions and corporate executives 
have been convicted of making 
illegal contributions to the cam­ 
paigns of President Nixon and 
other politicians from 1960 to 
1972. Exxon was not among that 
group and repeated earlier 
statements that no contribu­ 
tions were made to domestic 
candidates. 
But the oil giant said Esso 
Italiana contributed $27 million 
and the local managing direc­ 
tor, Vincenzo Cazzaniga. gave 
another $19 million. Cazzaniga 
resigned in 1972 after Exxon 
learned of his unauthorized 
donations, Exxon said. 
Exxon said Esso Italiana paid 
$763,000 to political candidates 
in 1963 and the size of the gifts 
continued to grow until reach­ 
ing more than $5 million in 1968. 
“Concerned about the amount 
and about internal financial 
controls of such contributions, 
Exxon’s regional management 
in 1968 ordered them reduced 
and in mid-1971 ordered that 
they be stopped,” Exxon said. 
Exxon is the nation’s largest 
industrial corporation, with 
1974 sales of $42 billion and 
profits of $3 billion, or $14 per 
share.

concerning Butterfield role

(UPI) — Retired Air Force Col. 
L. Fletcher Prouty, who last 
week said former presidential 
aide Alexander Butterfield was 
a CIA contact man in the Nixon 
White House, now says he 
might have been misled to con­ 
ceal the identity of the “real” 
contact. 
Prouty, a Springfield native, 
said in a telephone interview 
Monday with the Springfield 
Daily News the CIA contact 
might have been another White 
House aide. 
"They may have told me the 
wrong name to cover up the 
real informer,” said Prouty, 
himself a contact officer in the 
Defense Department from 1955 
to 1963. 
P ro u ty 
e a r lie r 
said 
W atergate conspirator E. 
Howard Hunt told him in 1971 
that Butterfield was a White 
House contact for the CIA. 
Butterfield, in a telephone 
statement to UPI Monday, said 


allegations that he was the con­ 
tact man in the Nixon White 
House “are wholly false and 
defamatory.” 
Butterfield, who headed the 
Federal Aviation Administra­ 
tion until he resigned in March, 
said he had never met or even 
seen Hunt and had never heard 
of Prouty until recently. 
Butterfield disclosed the ex­ 
istence of the Nixon tapes while 
testifying at the Watergate 
hearings two years ago. At a 
White House news briefing 
Monday, press secretary Ron 
Nessen denied that Butterfield 
had been relieved of his position 
as FAA administrator because 
he disclosed the taping system.

Governor approves 


acupuncture bill 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
Monday signed into law a bill 
that allows persons other than 
physicians and dentists to prac­ 
tice acupuncture. 
The measure (SB86) by Sen. 
George Moscone, D-San Fran­ 
cisco, would require that 
patients be referred to an 
acupuncturist by a physician, 
chiropractor, dentist or podia­ 
trist. It would also require 
practitioners who are not 
licensed physicians or dentists 
to be certified by the state 
Board of Medical Examiners. 
Previously acupuncture could 
only be practiced by doctors or 
dentists, or by non-licensed 
persons who were using it for 
experimental purposes while 
under medical supervision. 
An urgency measure, the law 
goes into effect immediately.

Angola nears 


civil war 
LUANDA, Angola — Commu­ 
nist-backed guerrillas have 
driven pro-Western forces out 
of the Angolan capital in five 
days of bloody street fighting, 
bringing this Portuguese colony 
to the brink of civil war. 
The latest clashes to deter­ 
mine who will rale Angola after 
independence have left an es­ 
timated 300 persons dead and 
1,500 injured in non-stop rocket 
and mortar battles. 
The Com m unist-backed 
Popular Movement for the 
Liberation of Angola Monday 
drove the pro-Western Angola 
National Front forces from 
Luanda and forced the front’s 
leaders to flee into exile in 
neighboring Zaire. 
But Portuguese military 
officers said commanders of 
the National Front are trying to 
rally their forces in the wake of 
the setback in Luanda. 
The officers said 5,000 
National Front troops are 
believed to be advancing on the 
capital from the north, 
threatening a new showdown 
with the Popular Movement 
and a full-scale civil war. 
Angola's 4*4 million citizens 
are scheduled to become in­ 
dependent Nov. 11.

weekend and was pronounced fit to play 
by his doctors on Monday. Palmer, 
plagued by a sore pitching elbow, was 
first "out" and then "in" as a backup 
pitcher on the AL squad after undergoing 
examination from doctors in Baltimore. 
The weatherman was forecasting part- • 
ly cloudy skies and temperatures in the 
mid-60s for the game, which was slated 
to begin at 8:15 pm EDT.

The players are softpedaling any 
talk of a strike and aren’t "looking for 
trouble," Miller said. 
However, Miller said, "if you conclude 
the players will roll over and play dead 
for anything, that’s wrong." 
The proposals are being negotiated 
with the owners and are expected to be 
given to the owners the last week in July. 
The current basic agreement expires in 
December. 


"The players looked at the problems 
responsibly and tried to tailor solutions 
to the problems,” Miller said. "I think 
the players demonstrated good faith. 
They’re not looking for trouble at all." 


The players association meeting was 
held in conjunction with the Major 
League All-Star game here Tuesday 
night and, in some cases, members of 
the All-Star team replaced player 
representatives. Many player reps, 
however, flew in specifically for the 
meeting and then left immediately for 
their homes. 


"It was an extremely important 
meeting," said Milwaukee Brewers 
representative Mike Hegan. "I think 
that’s why so many came in."

Wealthy pros to play for poor 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Bill Bradley 
grew up in Crystal City, Mo., with every 
chance to develop his basketball skills. 
He got the best available education at 
Princeton University and as a Rhodes 
Scholar at Oxford in England. When his 
playing career is over, it is likely he will 
turn to politics. 
Yet the New York Knicks’ forward is a 
frequent participant in causes to help the 
underprivileged and Monday he was 
selected as spokesman for the 48 players 
who will take part in a two-day charity 
basketball tournament to raise money 
for inner-city blacks.

The participating players, 
who receive only expense money, will be 
divided into four team s w ith a 
doubleheader each night. Ticket prices 
range from $5 to $100. 
"It’s a super cause to help our people 
grow and for us to support and encourage 
black youngsters to help themselves," 
said 6-11 center Bob Lanier of the Detroit 
Pistons, one of some dozen players who 
attended Monday’s news conference. 
Lanier won’t be able to play in the games 
because of an ailing leg but will be there 
"to give whatever support I can.” 
Also at the news conference were New 
York Senator Jacob Javits and Julian 
Bond, the youthful state senator from 
Georgia who is on the board of 21st Cen­ 
tury Foundation, one of the two non- 


profit sponsoring organizations of the 
tournament. The other is the National 
Scholarship Service and Fund for Negro 
Students.

MILWAUKEE (UPI) - Maybe you heard Mickey Man­ 
tle is hurting. It’s true, he is. 
Not for money, for baseball. He misses it as if it was 
life itself, and for him maybe it was. 
Financially, Mickey Mantle’s okay, in great shape. 
"I never made as much money as I did last year,” says 
the New York Yankees’ retired centerfielder now a vice- 
president for a billion dollar insurance company in Dallas 
and part owner of a bank in the same city. 
Baseball-wise, Mickey Mantle isn’t in such great shape 
because he’s no longer an integral part of it, and the only 
reason he’s here for tonight’s All-Star game is because 
he’s serving as honorary captain for the American 
League with Stan Musial doing the same for the National. 
Chronologically, Mantle is 43. Inwardly and im­ 
aginatively, he’s only 23 and still wants to get out there on 
the grass, on the artificial turf, on the anything, and play 
some more baseball. Oh, Lord, what he’d give if they’d 
only let him play a few more innings. 
"I miss the hell outta baseball," he says, and the way 
he emphasizes the extra word in that sentence offers an 
unmistakeable clue to how much he actually does miss 
the life he grew to love best. 


"I have a nightmare almost every night," he says. "I’m 
on the bench and they won’t let me play. The young guys 
are a lot better than I am. Then if I do get in, say in the 
late innings," — and here he gives you one of those pure 
Mickey Mantle smiles guaranteed to demolish even a 
heart of stone — "I hit a line drive to rightfield, I’m run­ 
ning like hell to get to first and I get thrown out. You know 
what I do? I wake up sweating.” 
Mickey Mantle is never happier than when he’s around 
the people he likes best, baseball people. He has been out 
of the game seven years now but in his heart, he has never 
been out of it at all. 
He’s from a different generation, yet he remains part of 
the present one so that it’s easy for him to relate to the 
present ballplayers. 
He gave them a little jab Monday. He got up and talked 
about how unhappy he was over the fact the American 
League All-Stars Irave lost 11 of the last 12 games and 16 
of the 22 during the time he was with the Yankees. 
Typically, he wasn’t easy on himself either. He refer­ 
red to his own performance in the 16 All-Star games he 
played, how he hit only .233 and drove in only four runs, 
and how his record in them wasn’t good at all. 
"Now that I look back, I wish I had done better and 
tried harder," he said, saying also that the National 


League All-Stars always seemed to have put out more 
than the American Leaguers and shown more enthusiasm 
for the game. 
Later, though, he said he had always given everything 
he had during the regular season games, and anybody who 
dVer saw him play, so often on only one good leg. knows 
how true that is. 
"If anything," he said, "I tried too hard. A lot of times I 
tried to run out ground balls so hard I hurt myself. The 
one thing I’m sorry about is that I didn't finish up hitting 
.300 lifetime. I always felt I was a .300 hitter, but I wound 
up with .298 or something like that." 
Mickey Mantle’s place in baseball is assured forever. 
He’s in the Hall of Fame and kids who never even saw 
him play still chase after him for his autograph. Apart 
from the two good paying positions he holds in the 
business world now. he also does tv commercials and en­ 
joys doing them tremendously. 
He's happy and. financially, there are no more 
problems. He’s well fixed. 
Except for the fact he isn’t playing centerfield 
anymore. 
"Oh, how I wish I had another shot at it," he says. 
Then he gives you that wonderful Mickey Mantle smile 
again.

Reports em anating from 
lakes in the region paint a pic­ 
ture of not too many fish being 
caught. 
Some trout are being taken in 
the deep waters at Cachuma 
Lake, by trolling and on bait. 
Near the dam seems to be the 
best bet The same goes for 
Lopez, although some good 
sized black bass show up once 
in awhile. 
As usual, our favorite spot. 
Santa Margarita Lake, has been 
fair to good for bass. Catfish 
and crappie are also being 
picked up. The only problem 
with this lake is you need a boat 
and it really helps to know the 
water. 


Out in the deep blue waters of 
the Pacific, the story remains 
about the same as it has in re­ 
cent weeks. Salmon fishing is 
still slow and very few boats 
are going out after them. 
The albacore are still about 
85 miles out and the school 
seems to be more or less 
stationary. Bottom fishing is 
about the best bet if you want 
results. 
Sea Landing in Santa Barbara 
reports fishing has been good. 
Limits on rockfish are being 
taken as well as good sized 
calico bass. Some halibut are 
being landed, including a 32- 
pounder Sunday. 
Ling cod are showing up in 
good size and numbers. A pair 
of 20-pounders were caught Sun­ 
day The island boat is getting 
some nice sheepshead and 
ocean whitefish 


The Department of Fish and 
Game has recommended both a 
shorter season and reduced bag 
limit for band-tailed pigeons 
this year. Pigeon seasons, 
which ran 30 days in both the 
northern and southern areas 
last year, would last only 16 
days and the daily bag and pos­ 
session limit would be reduced 
from eight to six. 
According to DFG, the 
recommendation for cutting 
back the season and bag limit 
for pigeons is based on data 


from Washington. Oregon and 
C alifornia 
where harvest 
figures have fallen significant­ 
ly 
Both Oregon and Washington 
report a 43 per cent drop in the 
pigeon kill over the last 10 years 
and although the California 
harvest varies widely from 
year to year, the 1974-75 take 
was one of the lowest. 
Because California winters 
virtually the entire Pacific 
Coast band-tailed pigeon pop­ 
ulation, the DFG analysis said, 
reductions in season length and 
bag limits should reduce hunter 
takes. 
Departments in both Oregon 
and Washington have recom­ 
mended reduced bag limits and 
seasons for band-tails. 
Under the DFG recommenda­ 
tion, the pigeon season in the 13 
northern counties would open 
Sept 27 and run through Oct. 12. 
Dates for the rest of the state 
would be Dec. 13 through Dec. 
28. 
For doves, the season would 
open Sept. 1 and run through 
Sept. 30 and reopen Nov. 22 to 
run through Dec. 7. DFG noted

h a v e 
remained relatively stable for 
the last decade, based on hunter 
survey information and popula­ 
tion call-counts.

For three hours, Nutley, N.J., 
Patrolman John Guerino clung 
to the underside of a bridge, 
pressing his face into a tiny air 
pocket and sucking breath as 
the rain-swollen Third River 
tore at his body and swirled 
about his head. 
Rescue workers thought he 
had drowned trying to save a 
boy who had been hanging from 
a tree limb over the raging 
river A patrolman held one of 
Guerino's drenched shoes that 
had washed to the bank. 
Then a worker standing above 
the bridge suddenly became 
aware of a dull tapping un­ 
derneath his foot. It was 
Guerino. who below was hang­ 
ing in a death grip and pounding 
the cement 
Rescue workers drilled 
through 16 inches of concrete 
and pulled Guerino through to 
safety. 
But three other persons 
weren’t as lucky. 
Another Nutley municipal 
employe, identified as Lou 
Bolcato. drowned Monday when 
be was swept into the river 
while attempting to rescue the 
boy. 
Bolcato was a heavy equip­ 
ment operator who was doing 
flood control work near the 
river The boy was led to safety 
by his friends 
Heavy rains which soaked 
New Jersey Sunday and Mon­ 
day left at least three persons 
dead and caused some 12 mil­ 
lion in damage to crops.

Aerosol spray 
ban denied 
WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Consumer Product Safety Com­ 
mission has turned down a peti­ 
tion to ban aerosol sprays, 
which critics say may be 
destroying the important ozone 
layer of the earth’s atmos­ 
phere. 
The agency, saying there is 
not enough information availa­ 
ble now to warrant such a 
move, rejected on a 3-to-2 vote 
the petition filed last fall by the 
Natural Resources Defense 
Council. 
Two commissioners disa­ 
greed. They said the first phase 
of a ban should have been 
started immediately. 
The NRDC requested a ban 
on all aerosol products which 
contain fluorocarbon gases — 
principally freon — because 
such gases allegedly could 
destroy the ozone layer which 
filters out harmful rays from 
the sun. 
Since then, a government 
task force has called the pos­ 
sibility of ozone destruction a 
matter for serious concern and 
the National Academy of 
Sciences has begun a study of 
the problem. 
The NRDC called the com­ 
mission’s action “a flagrant 
disregard of the responsibility 
which the commission has to 
protect people’s health. For 
every year that the banning of 
these aerosols is delayed,” it 
said, “evidence shows that an 
additional 2,000 to 4,000 people 
will be stricken with skin 
cancer.” 
The Consumer Produce Safe­ 
ty Commission announcement 
on Monday is the latest in a 
series of actions pending or 
final before the agency on the 
aerosol question. 


CAMP PENDLETON, Calif. 
(UPI) — Vietnamese refugees 
say they are the targets of a 
propaganda campaign by pro- 
Communist Vietnamese stu­ 
dents trying to frighten them 
into returning to Saigon by tell­ 
ing them Americans “will beat 
them, starve them and exploit 
them as slaves.” 
Most refugees, even though 
they have little knowledge of 
life in the United States, have 
ignored the campaign, accord­ 
ing to residents of this Marine 
base camp that houses more 
than 17,000 homeless Southeast 
Asians 
The campaign is being waged 
by “a small group of Viet­ 
namese students who came 
here years ago,” while the war 
was still in progress, said Tran 
Trong Trac, a volunteer worker 
in Camp 3. 
“They came into this camp as 
visitors or as volunteer English 
teachers and distributed 
mimeographed newspapers 
with pictures of Ho Chi Minh, 
reports of the Communsts’ vic­ 
tory in Saigon and tales like 
how the refugees will be ill- 
treated by American sponsors 
who will beat them, starve 
them and exploit them as sl­ 
aves,” Trac said. 
The students told refugees 
that their countrymen already 
released from the camp were 


Brown firm 
over CHP 
pay hike 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
says highway patrolmen are 
“mistaken” if they believe a 
ticket-writing slowdown will 
win them a bigger pay increase. 
“If the feeling is that that will 
elicit more money, I feel they 
are mistaken,” the governor 
told newsmen Monday evening 
when asked about the slowdown 
designed to protest Brown's 
reduction in patrolmen’s salary 
increases. 
The governor last week 
placed a 10 per cent limit on 
wage boosts for patrolmen. The 
legislature last year authorized 
a boost that would bring patrol 
pay in line with wages at the 
five largest police agencies in 
California, putting patrolmen in 
line for a 17.5 per cent raise. 
"I believe 10 per cent is 
enough and there’s not going to 
be any more,” Brown told 
reporters following a meeting 
with school officials. He said 
the state must hold down 
spending in troubled economic 
times. 
Highway Patrol administra­ 
tors Monday said the slowdown 
resulted in the number of 
routine tickets dropping to zero 
in some areas. Elsewhere in the 
state, the impact was “fairly 
dramatic,” a patrol official 
said. 
The 6,400-member California 
Association of Highway Patrol­ 
men said it sanctioned the slow­ 
down in ticket writing as of 
midnight Friday, hoping to cut 
off revenues that cities and 
counties earn from traffic 
tickets and {Hit pressure on 
legislators to override Brown’s 
reduction in money for highway 
patrol salaries.

A Marine Corps spokesman 
said military officials were not 
aware of the newspapers and 
such activities may be illegal. 
A spokesman for the Viet­ 
namese Volunteer Association 
of California, a group of Viet­ 
namese students who sided with 
the anti-Communist gov­ 
ernment in Saigon, said the pro- 
Communist group at his univer­ 
sity in nearby Long Beach has 
about 13 m em bers, has 
branches at other California 
colleges and receives financial 
support from leftist sources. 
The spokesman, who teaches 
English in the refugee camp, 
asked not to be named. 
“ I t’s very d istressin g 
because we have no means to 
counter the propaganda among 
ourselves and it’s alarming for 
the refugees who know so little 
about America,” he sad. 
Refugees said however that 
the campaign had little effect 
on them. “We simply ignored 
the visitors,” one youth said. 
“The refugees in general know 
why they are here, why they 
must escape the Communists 
and what is to be expected 
ahead. They do not ask for royal 
treatment.” 
About 600 refugees who said 
they wanted to return have 
been sent from the United 
States to Guam to await 
repatriation, under the auspices 
of a program run by the United 
Nations. They are awaiting per­ 
mission from the new Com­ 
munist government in Saigon to 
re-enter the country. U.N. 
sources have said that about 
2,000 refugees, less than 2 per 
cent of the total, have expres­ 
sed interest in possibly return­ 
ing to Vietnam, mostly young 
military men who fled without 
their families. 


Far less 
money for 
schools 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. 
says the amount of money 
available for schools is “far lea­ 
s’’ than many education of­ 
ficials believe should be 
provided 
The governor made the obser­ 
vation following a three-hour 
meeting on the school finance 
problem with state schools 
chief Wilson Riles and top of­ 
ficials of five of the largest 
school districts in California. 
Brown told newsmen that the 
major conclusion of the meet­ 
ing was that “the amount of 
funds available are far less than 
most people feel they have a 
right to receive.” 
Riles, the state superintend­ 
ent of public instruction, agreed 
that there isn’t much additional 
money available to schools. 
“How you best spend the money 
that is available is the 
question,” he said. 
Brown said priorities must be 
set for school spending to make 
best use of the money available, 
declaring “we must carry on 
with the rather dismal science 
of economics of cutting a little 
here and adding a little there.” 
Attending the meeting school 
district superintendents Odie 
Wright of Long Beach, Tom 
Goodman of San Diego, Bill 
Johnston of Los Angeles and 
Robert Blackburn of Oakland 
and associate superintendent 
Isidore Pivnick of the San Fran­ 
cisco Unified School District. 
Riles said the officials repre­ 
sented districts containing one- 
third of California’s school 
children. 
Brown said he planned to 
meet with teacher and other in­ 
terested groups to get facts to 
base his decisions on how to 
deal with the problem. 


Rains' campaign 


fund bill now law 
SACRAMENTO (UPI) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr. has 
allowed to become law without 
his signature a bill that permits 
local government agencies to 
limit campaign spending and 
financing even though he said 
some provisions will be unen­ 
forceable. 
However, Brown said Mon­ 
day the “general purpose” of 
the measure (SB527) by . Sen. 
Omer Rains, D-Ventura, 
justified its enactment. 
The bill permits local agen­ 
cies. including school boards, to 
limit overall campaign spend­ 
ing as well as contributions. 
“Thus, a limit placed on in­ 
dividual contributions may 
merely become a means of 
restricting the individual while 
leaving untouched the cor­ 
porate and collective interests 
which direct their donations 
through a variety of sources,” 
Brown said.

New jumbo jet 
safety rules 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - New 
and stricter safety rules for 
jumbo jet airliners announced 
last week may not be enough to 
prevent the kind of accident 
that caused the world’s worst 
air crash. 
The cargo hatch of a Turkish 
airliner DC10 blew out March 3, 
1974, near Paris, killing all 345 
persons aboard. The sudden 
decompression buckled the pas­ 
senger floor above and cut the 
plane’s control cables. 
Last week, the Federal Avia­ 
tion Administration, in a safety 
move, ordered all widebodied 
jets be modified so they can re­ 
main airborne even if there is a 
20-square-foot hole in their 
cargo compartments. 
But the DC10 cargo door, 
which prompted the new rule, is 
23 square feet in area. An of­ 
ficial of the National Tran­ 
sportation Safety Board said his 
agency has asked the FAA to in­ 
stitute stricter rules — requir­ 
ing an aircraft to remain air­ 
borne if a hole is even bigger. 
FAA officials said today their 
order was not aimed at the 
cargo door but at other poten­ 
tial problems. 
Friday’s order applies to all 
jumbo jets — Boeing 747s and 
Lockheed LlOlls as well as the 
McDonnell Douglas DC10. An 
FAA spokesman said there had 
never been a problem with the 
Boeing and Lockheed cargo 
doors because they opened in­ 
ward. 


He said the FAA believed it 
long ago had addressed the 
problem of the DC10 door by 
ordering a number of changes 
including improvements in the 
latches. 
A spokesman said the jumbo 
jet order was aimed at pas­ 
senger safety in event of a colli­ 
sion with a small plane, a bomb 
exploding in the cargo compart­ 
ment or the disintegration of an 
engine that would send chunks 
of metal flying toward the 
cargo area.

A Case for the CIA 


'I'VE FDRSOTIEN MY LINES!' 


WASHINGTON - In five weeks of 
travel abroad, almost every newspaper 
encountered has played up the misdeeds, 
real or imagined, of the CIA. 
For one American this has been em­ 
barrassing and particularly so when 
even polite foreigners get around to ask­ 
ing why we should be so bent on throwing 
off on an institution 
that must have 
served a useful pur­ 
pose since, for SO 
¡ 
ears, the Congress 
ad provided it with 
large funds and 
s e c r e t 
re sp o n ­ 
sibilities. 
At times it has had 
the color of the fan­ 
tastic, not to mention the ludicrous. 
Poison cigars, poison rings: it might 
have come out of a Boys’ Life magazine 
edited by a junior assistant to Dracula. 
In the media game, as it hits the CIA, 
I any number can play and the bigger the 
odds against fact, or the relationship 


between truth and reality, the blacker 
the headlines. 
Over the years the CIA has performed 
an important intelligence-gathering 
function. It has provided the raw 
material for intelligence judments 
repeatedly closer to objectivity than the 
intelligence findings of the military that 
tend to tip the scales in favor of more 
and more military hardware. 
The danger, it seems to me, is that this 
valuable function may be lost in porting 
the follies that have grown like weeds in 
the vast compost heap of an 
agency 
beyond the grasp, it may well be, of any 
director. Able intelligence officers 
around the world are discouraged and 
depressed by what they fear is an end to 
their usefulness; 
Take one such agent who must, for ob­ 
vious reasons, be anonymous but for 
whose integrity I can vouch. John Jones 
is serving in a post not so dangerous as, 
say, Beirut, but with plenty of hazards in 
the turmoil of the Middle East.

"Though the company is composed en­ 
tirely of women, the directors stress that 
it is not the intention of Theater of 
Process Theater to become known as or 
behave as a ‘politically motivated 
feminist theater.’ The company is struc­ 
tured to give more women a multi- 
educational theatrical experience within 
a professional repertory company. The 
goal of process theater is to provide ex­ 
citing theater for Santa Barbara 
audiences while providing its members 
with a showcase for their talent,” ac­ 
cording to the company release. 
Their first production — Paul Zindel’s 
Pulitzer Prize winning play, “The Effect 
of Gamma Rays on Man in the Moon 
Marigolds” — is a good beginning. And 
so, as TPT is a repertory company, I 
want to see what they will do with 
"Waiting for Godot” and what "Rain­ 
bow,” an original company work, is all 
about. 
"Godot” opens July 23 and "Rainbow” 
opens July 16. 
"Marigolds” is a bleak tale about a 
frantic and unkempt widow who hates 
the world and everyone in it, including 
her two adolescent daughters who she 
thinks of as mutations. Everything she 


touches goes amiss or spits in her face. 
Her oldest daughter Ruth is not only 
loud and unruly, she is an epileptic 
burden. The other daughter, Tillie, is a 
homely introvert who adds one more 
problem to the family by keeping a pet 
rabbit, which her mother uncharitably 
calls "that Angora manure machine.” 
They live in a poor and disarrayed 
home. A senile boarder must be taken in 
to make ends meet and she, like a string 
of boarders behind her, will probably die 
there. 
Yet, "Marigolds” is supposed to be an 
affirmative play. Despite the oppressive 
environment, Tillie is fascinated with 
the creation of life and works on school 
science projects the words of her 
father's poetic scientific philosophy on 
her mind. 
TPT’s production is an engaging and 
competent one, though not an out­ 
standing production. The show would 
have been completely convincing if 
Shirley Barrus as the mother was con­ 
vincing. She came on too strong many 
times, which only served to disclose the 
mother as a put-on acting job by Ms. 
Barrus. 
Possibly, this was more director Ellen 
Snortland’s fault. 
The rest of the small cast did highly 
well. Naomi Jacobson was Tillie and 
Jackie Freeman was Ruth, and both 
looked their part. Marbeth Villiness as 
Nanny didn’t say a word, but her 
presence added an eerie quality on stage 
as soon as she started coming through 
the curtains. Someone did a fine make-up 
operation on her. 
Excellent costumes designed by Kitty 
Hendrix and a wisely designed set by 
Dena Blum. Lighting designed by Mayri

Jim Thorpe 


JIM THORPE, Pa. - 
(NEA) — Even when he died Jim Thorpe 
had troubles. 
Refusing to bury him un­ 
til a permanent monument was er- 
rected, Thorpe’s widow wandered the 
nation peddling various proposals to 
mostly disinterested entrepreneurs. 
Then, in 1954, learning that Mauch Chunk 
and East Mauch Chunk, Pa., were com­ 
bining community interests and choosing 
a new name, the widow popped the ques­ 
tion here. The citizens voted 10 to 1 to 
become Thorpe’s final resting place and 
namesake, thereby presumably ending 
the heavy misfortunes of the most gifted 
athlete in the nation’s history. 


Two decades later, however, it’s clear 
the Thorpe saga has not ended. Factions 
once again are arguing over deeds done 
more than a half century ago, and this 
time Congress is in on the squabble. 
Thorpe, a Sac and Fox mixed-blood In­ 
dian, was stripped of $50,000 worth of 
1912 Olympic medals when amateur of­ 
ficials determined that he had dis­ 
qualified himself by playing professional 
baseball prior to the games. Two dozen 
congressmen have resurrected for the 
umpteenth time the question of fairness, 
and are pressuring the International 
Olympics Committee to at long last 
restore the man’s victories. 


It is if anything a debate fraught with 
confusion, contradiction and popular 
emotions. Though Thorpe himself is not 
remembered by many Americans, his 
image is. Burt Lancaster portrayed the 
athlete in a film version of Thorpe’s life, 
and over the years its showing on televi­ 
sion alone has no doubt converted more 
fans to Thorpe’s side than ever cared for 
him in real life. If a national vote was 
held, Thorpe vs. the Olympics commit­ 
tee would be no contest. 


And perhaps Thorpe does deserve a 
win over the generally skimpy and sanc­ 
timonious minds that control the world’s 
amateur athletics, if only in deference to 
the Indian’s magnificence afield. Yet 
there is a counterpoint: If Miss America 
must be disqualified when her pregnancy 
is discovered, so too was it right to slap 
Thorpe feu* his indiscretions. The rules 
were clear. Thorpe clearly broke them 
and prejured himself early on by saying 
he hadn’t. True, his punishment was ex­ 
cessive, perhaps eventually contributing 
to the terrible waste of his adult life. Yet 


there is no saying it was unjust. 
In any event, one wonders if the Jim 
Thorpe argument has an end at all, if the 
divers Thorpe loyalists will ever be 
satisfied. His family by itself has all 
along been divided as to what would con­ 
stitute appropriate vindication. The 
widow who negotiated his gravesite, 
Patricia, third of his three wives, was 
said to be more interested in monetary 
reparation than record book revamping. 
And today some of his six sons and 
daughters want his amateur status 
restored, some want his trophies 
returned, and some want both. 
Beyond the family, moreover, there 
are extended interests getting in their 
grumps. Liberals want an admission that 
Thorpe’s Indian heritage worked against 
lenient treatment by turn of the century 
amateur officials. And some conser­ 
vatives promote the return of the medals 
to demonstrate that subsidized Soviet 
athletes should not be the only profes­ 
sionals to win Olympic events with im­ 
punity. 
Altogether it seems, most of America 
has hooks in the issue. A merchant here 
in Jim Thorpe says he’d like to see the 
battle won because the news might bring 
tourists to town "and boy, could I use the 
business.” 
Lost in all of this, obviously, is Thorpe 
himself, the man who could win the 
Olympic pentathlon and decathlon back 
to back and then go (Hi a roaring 
Stockholm drunk ; the man who was led 
believe that kicking a football 90 yards 
was something like having an unlimited 
credit card; the man who died an 
alcoholic, penniless and in personal 
shame. The real sadness of his life was 
not the silly absence of his awards, but 
the absence of his values. With all his 
muscles, and all his friends, he hadn’t 
the strength or the support to face 
reality or adversity anywhere but in an 
arena. 
Jim Thorpe has been buried for two 
decades now, in a proper tomb north of 
town. But still he doesn’t rest. The fools 
continue to argue his old wars ; one of his 
sisters talks of having his body moved 
back to the Indian country where he was 
bom. No doubt Burt Lancaster’s dread­ 
ful movie is enjoying revival on the late 
night shows. In death as in life the man 
remains the greatest athlete of his 
country's time, but also, more is the 
pity, its most abused.

other languages, Jones has served in four 
previous posts during his 26 years with 
the agency. 
While he is properly restrained about 
his work, I would guess that it is chiefly 
concerned with Soviet activities both 
within the country and on the borders. 
The relationship between subversive 
foreign agents and terror would be part

Since he began at a young age, Jones 
has still 15 years or more to go before 
compulsory retirement at 65. In light of 
his experience and his proven ability, 
these should be his most useful years. 
But he is thinking seriously of return­ 
ing to Washington to resign. To my 
knowledge this is far from an isolated in­ 
stance. Losing the ablest men with long 
experience will seriously cripple the 
agency. 
What is the future of the CIA? Some 
opponents have said it should be 
abolished entirely. President Ford in an 
interview last week expressed his belief 
that the borderline of serious crippling 
damage to the intelligence community 
has been reached. 
He is acting responsibly, he believes, 
in passing on all relevant information to 
the Senate committee investigating the 
CIA and beyond that there is not much he 
can do, inasmuch as Congress is an in­ 
dependent body. 
Sen. Frank Church, chairman of the 
committee, has shown every evidence of 
wanting to conduct a responsible inquiry 
rather than a television spectacular. 
This will be difficult, given the pressures 
for leaks and counterleaks. 


A final resolution is a long way off. One 
answer might be to separate intelligence 
— gathering and — analysis functions 
from the dirty tricks department. 
Given the idiocies of the poison cigar 
and the red-wig and false-nose activities 
of such as E. Howard Hunt, there should 
be serious consideration as to the scope 
and the latitude of that department. 
Those defending the need of the agency 
in both functions cite the estimated 
400,000 agents of the Soviet’s spy ap­ 
paratus, the KGB, as against the 30,000 
or so in the CIA. This is, of course, irrele­ 
vant. A secret apparatus operating in an 
open society might have expected the 
barrage that has hit the CIA. It is sur­ 
prising only that it did not come sooner. 
You can hardly imagine a front-page 
story in Pravda exposing a luckless KGB 
agent who flubbed an attempt to pass a 
poison cigar to Sen. Strom Thurmond in 
the Senate dining room. Except for a 
rare defector, the worldwide operations 
of the KGB are shrouded in deepest 
secrecy. TTiis advantage is offset in part 
at least by the KGB's heavy-handed 
methods. 
No matter what name it goes by, spy­ 
ing is a dirty business and the chief spy 
can hardly qualify as a Boy Scout leader. 
This is the reality of American power in 
a divided world.

I will say the latex has been going on 
with a minimum of difficulty. However, 
something might be said for the recom­ 
mended use of soap and water for the 
cleanup instead of the familiar solvent 
that is used for oil-base paints.

There are also traces of the latex on 
some of my clothes and minute traces 
also on my hands and arms.

Dear Mr. Crompe; 
I was distressed to read in your article 
of July 9 by Bob Cox that the City of 
Lompoc is spending our hard earned tax 
dollars ($20,000.00 annually) to promote 
urban sprawl. 


As an attraction to industry, Mr. Car­ 
michael mentioned in the article 
"several good selling points” of the 
Lompoc area; clean air, no traffic con­ 
gestion, cheap land, good schools, low 
crime rate and low tax rate. 


When factories come into an area, pop­ 
ulation increases to supply the needed 
skills, thereby increasing the number of 
automobiles, air pollution and traffic 
congestion. As population increases, ex­ 
isting facilities such as streets, schools 
water supplies, waste disposal facilities, 
etc. become overloaded and require ex­ 
pansion. The expansion of these facilities 
is very costly (For example, $14 million 
for the sewage treatment plant now un­ 
der construction) and inevitably requires 
tax rate increases. Each wave of expan­ 
sion tends to change the desirable 
characteristics of a small town, into the 
undesirable characteristics of a large 
city. 


Other progressive cities are discover­ 
ing the falacies of this malignant growth 
spiral and are taking steps to restrict ex­ 
pansion rather than encouraging it. I feel 
it is time this city also starts restricting 
expansion, to maintain Lompoc’s 
desirable qualities. Certainly this is not a 
time to spend tens of thousands of dollars 
promoting growth.
